Foꝛ which caulc alſo being inkoꝛmed 
( 2 that vin*lly about the day of our Coꝛonation intended, and foꝛ 
ſome dapes after, a Faire hath bene vſed to bee kept in the fieldes 
neere dur houſe of S. James, and Citie of Weſtunnſter common talled S. lames Taire, Which 
if it ſould holde at the time atccuſtemed, being the very inſtant of our Coꝛonation, could not 
but dꝛaw reſoꝛt of people to that plate, much moꝛe vufit to bee neere our Court and Trame, 
then luch as by foꝛmer Pꝛotlamations are redrammed. Wherefoze Wee haue thought it ne⸗ 
tellary to put off the keeping ofthat Faire foꝛ ſame few dayes: And to the ende that all men 
map taàe notite thereof, doe publiſh the lame to all mens knowledge, Requiring thoſe who 
are L02ds ofthe Faire, oꝛotherwile intereſſed therein, That acco2ding to this our pleaſure, 
tijey doc foꝛbeare to holde the ſayde Faire, and to reſoꝛt thither, foꝛ the ſpace of eight oꝛ ten 
daͤyes after the firſt day of the vſuall Holding thereof: Licenſing them after that time to 
kecpe the lane, as they haue vled to doe. 

Furthermoꝛe, to auoyd ouer great reſoꝛt to dur Cities of dere tn Weſtminſter at 
that time, fo: the tauſe of our Coꝛonation, Wee haue thought good to linut the Trames of 
Noblemen and Gentlemen, hauing nete ſſarie Deruice 02 Attendance there, to a number 
certaine, V2. Carles to ſixteene, Biſhops and Barons to ten, Knights to ſixe and Gentle⸗ 
men to foure: which numbers we require each of them to obſerue, and not to exceed, as they 


tender our fauour.
